ARTICLE I 
NAME 

The name or the Corporation is St Aide MedicaL Cardiology Division, lac. (the 
"Corporation"). 

ARTICLE 0 
The duration of the Corporation shall be perpetual 



ARTICLE HI 

REGISTERED OFFICE 

The address of the registered office in the State of Delaware is The Corporation 
Trust Center, 1209 Orange Street, Wilmington, Dataware, 19801, New Caatlo County, 
and die name of the registered agent at such address for service of process Is The 
Corporation Trust Company. 

ARTICLE IV 
PURPOSE 

The purpose of the Corporatioa is to engage in any lawful act or activity for 
which corporations may be organized under die Delaware General Corporation Law (the 
"DGCL"). 



ARTICLE V 
ai rnynM7g^ CAHTAL STOCK 

The aggregate number of shares that the Corporation is aathorizod to issue is one 
thousand (1,000) shares, par vilue axe cent ($0.01) per share, all of which shares are 

designated as common shares. 

No shareholder of the Corporation shall have any cumulative voting ri gbts. 

No shareholder of the Corporation shall have any preemptive righfe by virtue of 
the DGCL (or similar jrovisinns of ftiture law). 

ARTICLE VI 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Any action required or permitted to be taken at a meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Corporation may be taken by written action signed, or counterpart* of a 
written action signed in the aggregate, by all of die directors unless the action need not be 
approved by the shareholders of the Corporation, in which case the action may be taken 
by a written action signed, or counterparts of a written action signed in die aggregate, by 
the number of directors that would be required to take the same action at a meeting of the 
Board of Directors at which all of the directors were present. 

ARTICLE VH 
BOARD POWER REGARDING BYLAWS 

in furtherance and not in limitation of the powers conferred by statute; the Board 
of Directors is exptessly authorized to make, repeal, alter, amend and rescind the bylaws 
of the corporation. 

ARTICLE VIO 

ELECTION OF DIRECTORS 

Election of directors need not be by written ballot unless the bylaws of the 
corporation shall so provide. 

ARTICLE IX 

A. Each person who was or is made a party or is threatened to be made a party to or 
is otherwise involved in any action, suit or proceeding, whether civil, criminal, 
administrative or investigative (a "proceeding"), by reason of the fact that he or she s or 



was a director or an officer of the Corporation or ia or was serving at the request of the 
Corporation as a director, officer, or trustee of another corporation of a partnership, joint 
venture, tmst or other enterprise, including service with respect to an employee benefit 
plan (an "indemniteef). whether the basis of such proceeding ia alleged action in an 
official capacity as a director, officer or trustee, or in any other capacity while serving as 
a director, officer or trustee, must be indemnified and held harmless by the Corporation to 
the Meat extent authorized by the Delaware code, as the sane exists or may hereafter be 
amended fbut, in the case of any such amendment only to the extent that such 
amendments permits the Corporation to provide broader indemnification rights than 
permitted prior to such amen<fcneot) 9 against all expense, liability and loss (including 
attorneys* fees* judgments, fines, ERISA excise taxes or penalties and amounts paid in 
settlement) reasonably incurred or suffered by such indemnitee in connection therewith; 
provided, however, that, except with respect to proceedings to enforce rights to 
indemnification, the Corporation shall indemnify luch indemnitee in connection with u 
proceeding (or pert thereof) initiated by such indemnitee only if such proceeding (or part 
thereof) was authorized by the Board of Director 

B. To the ffallest extent permitted fay tte DGCL as the same exists or may hereafter 
be amended, a director of the corporation shall not be liable to the corporation or its 
stockholders for monetary damages for breach of fiduciary duty as a director. 

C. If the DGCL ia amended after the date of the filing of this Certificate of 
Incorporation to authorize corporate action further eliminating or limiting the personal 
liability of directors or permitting indemnification to a fuller extent, then (he liability of a 
director of the corporation shall be eliminated or limited, and the indemnification shall be 
extended, in each ease to the fullest extent permitted by the DGCL, as so amended from 
time to time. No repeal or modification of this Article DC by the stockholders shall 
adversely affect any right or protection of a director if the corporation existing by virtue 
of this Article TV at the time of such repeal or modification. 

ARTICLE X 
CORPORATE POWER 

The Corporation reserves the right to amend; alter, change or repeal any provision 
contained in this Certificate of Incorporation, in the manner now or hereafter prescribed 
by statute, and all rights conferred on stockholder* herein are granted subject to this 
reservation. 

ARTICLE XI 
CREDITOR COMPROMISE OR ARRANGEMENT 

Whenever a compromise or arrangement is piopoied between the Corporation and 
its creditors or any class of them and/or between the Corporation and its stockholders or 
any class of them, any court of equitable jurisdiction within the State of Delaware may, 
on the application n a summary way of the Corporation or of any creditor or stockholder 
thereof or on the application of any receiver or receivers appointed For <he Corporation 



under the provisions of Section 291 of toe DOCL of oa the application of trustees in 
dissolution or of any receiver or receivers appointed for (be Corporation under tertian 
279 of the DGCL> order a meeting of fee creditors or daaa of cieditan, and/or of the 
ftockholdcra of clan of stockholder* of (he Corporation* aa the cue may be, to be 
summoned m such a manner aa die said court directs. If a majority in number 
representing three»fburths in value of die creditors or class of creditors, and/or of the 
affykholdrn or daa» of stockholder* of the Corporation, aa the case may be, agree to any 
compromise or arrangement and to any rocrganiza&xt of tbe Corporation aa e 
consequence of audi compromise or arrangement, tbe said compromise or an augment 
and the leorganfaation shall, if sanctioned by the court to ^yhich ftc aaid application has 
been made, be btafog on all (bo aodftoia or class of creditors, anchor on all the 
stockholders or class of stockholders, of the evaporation, as the caae may be, and also on 
the Corporation,
